Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees  of 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1949. 

This  is  the  eighty-sixth  annual  report  of  the  Hospital 
Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital,  the 
South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the  San- 
atorium Division,  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
The  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station  has  been  in  the 
custody  of  the  Public  Works  Department  since  May, 
1938.  The  West  Department  was  transferred  to  the 
Public  Works  Department  February,  1939. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  May  6,  1949, 
by  election  of  Dr.  Martin  J.  English  as  President,  and 
Dr.  Thomas  J.  Giblin  as  Secretary. 
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Dr.  Thomas  J.  Giblin  was  appointed  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1954. 

Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $8,952,891.25.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  87,691,610.64  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions:  $627,002.78  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department :  $548,425.69  on  account 
of  the  South  Department:  and  $85,852.14  on  account  of 
the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratorv, 
8190,668.15,  8175,414.70  is  included  in  the  hospital 
proper  expenditures,  S13,346.77  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  and  81,906.68  in  the  South  Department 
expenditures.  The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorn- 
dike  Memorial  Laboratory,  8123,550.02,  is  included  in 
the  hospital  proper  expenditures.  Of  the  8389,734.70 
total  amount  spent  on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic 
Department,  8198,764.70  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
proper  and  8190,970.00  to  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Of  the  total  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Physi- 
cal Therapeutics,  829,640.60,  89,781.40  is  charged  to 
the  hospital  proper,  819,266.39  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  and  8592.81  to  the  South  Department. 
Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Immu- 
nology. $6,567,28,  8131.35  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
proper,  and  86,435.93  to  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Biochemical  Laboratories, 
8155,077.84,  8134.917.72  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
proper  and  820,160.12  to  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Surgical 
Research,  816,671.28,  88,335.64  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  88,335.64  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Dentistry,  Oral  Surgery.  812,789.74,  81.023.18  is 
charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  811,766.56  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  The  entire  amount  spent 
on  the  Department  of  Inhalational  Therapy,  $11,840.70, 
is  included  in  the  hospital  proper  expenditures.  Of 
the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Social  Work, 
$98,027.17,  860,776.85  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
$36,270.05  to  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  $980.27 
to   the  South  Department.     Of  the  amount  spent  in 
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ascertaining  the  settlement  of  patients,  $9,406.96, 
$9,030.68  was  spent  on  the  hospital  proper  and  $376.28 
on  the  South  Department. 

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital 
proper  and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under 
the  title  "Main  Hospital." 

Paying  Patients. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  ex- 
cepting those  at  the  Sanatorium  Division,  the  sum  of 
$1,490,383.07.

A  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $416.93  was  made  to 
Henrici  Laundry  Machinery  Company  for  repair  of 
Henrici  wash  wheels,  Main  Laundry;  this  contract 
having  been  completed  and  accepted  in  1948. 

A  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $980  was  made  to 
Bay  State  Appliance  Company  for  repairing  and  refinish- 
ing  beds;  this  contract  having  been  completed  and 
accepted  in  1948. 

A  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $1,792.14  was  made 
to  S.  J.  Tomasello  Corporation  for  paving,  grading, 
etc.;  this  contract  having  been  completed  and  accepted 
in  1948. 

A  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $2,098.50  was  made 
to  Carrier-Mandell,  Inc.-,  for  air-conditioning  employees' 
and  nurses'  cafeteria  and  dispensary  area;  this  con- 
tract having  been  completed  and  accepted  in  1948.

The  contract  of  Peabody  Construction  Company  in 
the  sum  of  $16,173.75  for  alterations  and  equipment, 
ice  cream  room,  was  completed  and  accepted  and  final 
payment  made;  said  contract  having  been  awarded 
on  June  25,  1948. 

For  engineering  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  above  contract,  John  J.  McDonald  was  paid  the 
sum  of  $1,617.37. 

The  contract  of  J.  A.  Singarella  Company  for  addi- 
tional X-ray  facilities,  Thorndike  Building,  dated 
January  29,  1947,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The 
sum  of  $8,688.70  was  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection 
with  the  above  contract,  the  sum  of  $2,377.57  was 
paid  on  account  to  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates. 

The  contract  of  Patrick  J.  Sullivan,  dated  June  22, 
1948,  for  painting  and  renovations  to  Vose  House  "B" 
was  completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment  in  the 
sum  of  $6,180.20  was  made. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection 
with  the  above  contract,  a  final  payment  in  the  sum  of 
$217.06  was  made  to  John  M.  Gray. 

On  June  13,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $3,449  was 
awarded  to  J.  J.  Hurley  &  Co.  for  furnishing  and  in- 
stalling a  duplex  vacuum  and  boiler  feed  pump,  Out- 
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Patient  Department.  This  work  was  completed  and 
accepted  and  final  payment  made. 

The  contract  of  John  T.  Bradley  for  painting  six 
buildings,  dated  October  22,  1947,  was  completed  and 
accepted  and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $10,175.32 
was  made  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection 
with  the  above  contract,  final  payment  in  the  sum  of 
$120.91  was  made  to  John  M.  Gray. 

The  contract  of  John  T.  Bradley  for  painting  and 
renovations  to  various  buildings  (Division  I),  dated 
September  29,  1948,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed. 
The  sum  of  $25,236.22  has  been  paid  on  account  to 
the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  John  T.  Bradley  for  painting  and 
renovations  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  (Division 
II),  dated  September  29,  1948,  has  not  as  yet  been 
completed.  The  sum  of  $11,339.37  has  been  paid  on 
account  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection 
with  the  above  contracts  of  John  T.  Bradley  (Divisions 
I  and  II),  the  sum  of  $854.79  has  been  paid  on  account 
to  John  M.  Gray. 

The  contract  of  Joseph  G.  Gazzola  for  painting  and 
renovations  at  the  South  Department  (Division  III), 
dated  September  29,  1948,  was  completed  and  accepted 
and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $19,904.80  was  made. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection 
with  the  above  contract,  final  payment  in  the  sum  of 
$525.41  was  made  to  John  M.  Gray. 

On  May  16,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $11,654 
was  awarded  to  Dorchester  Plate  and  Window  Glass 
Company  for  furnishing  and  installing  approved  safety 
anchors  on  windows.  This  work  has  been  completed 
and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

On  May  17,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $2,975.05 
was  awarded  to  Ice-Flo  Company  for  furnishing  and 
installing  two  Ice-Flo  cubers  on  Gynecological  1  and  2. 
This  work  has  been  completed  and  accepted  and  final 
payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

On  May  17,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $2,450 
was  awarded  to  Bay  State  Appliance  Company  for 
repairing  beds.  This  work  has  been  completed  and 
accepted  and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 
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On  March  24,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $1,883 
was  awarded  to  J.  W.  Praught  Company  for  furnishing 
and  installing  hot  water  storage  tank,  Out-Patient 
Department.  This  work  has  been  completed  and 
accepted  and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

On  March  24,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $3,000 
was  awarded  to  Viking  Sprinkler  Company,  Inc.,  for 
furnishing  and  installing  sprinklers  in  closets  throughout 
the  Linda  Richards  House  and  for  correcting  the  exist- 
ing conditions  in  Sprinkler  No.  1,  Vose  House  "A," 
and  No.  2,  Vose  House  "C."  This  work  has  been 
completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to 
the  contractor. 

On  May  20,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $14,791 
was  awarded  to  Max  Cahn  for  painting,  etc.,  House 
Officers'  Building  and  House  Officers'  Annex.  This 
work  has  been  completed  and  accepted  and  the  sum 
of  $13,311.90  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection 
with  the  above  contract,  the  sum  of  $880.60  was  paid 
on  account  to  John  M.  Gray. 

On  May  20,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $10,613 
was  awarded  to  John  T.  Bradley  for  painting,  etc., 
Pathological  Building.  This  work  has  not  as  yet  been 
completed.  The  sum  of  $9,074.12  has  been  paid  on 
account  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection 
with  the  above  contract,  the  sum  of  $685.03  has  been 
paid  on  account  to  John  M.  Gray. 

The  sum  of  $24.65  was  paid  to  John  M.  Gray  for 
blueprinting  of  plans  and  specifications  in  cctmection 
with  the  above  contracts  of  Bradley  and  Cahn. 

The  sum  of  $3,097.21  was  paid  to  John  M.  Gray  on 
account  for  reimbursement  of  salary  paid  by  him  to 
Clerk  of  Works. 

On  June  7,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $8,350 
was  awarded  to  J.  &  M.  Brown  Company,  Inc.,  for 
installation  of  new  220- volt  A.  C.  services.  This  work 
has  been  completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment 
made  to  the  contractor. 

On  August  8,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $2,485 
was  awarded  to  W.  E.  Smith  Company  for  repairs  to 
twin  chimneys.  This  work  has  been  completed  and 
accepted  and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 
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On  December  30,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$3,845  was  awarded  to  J.  P.  O'Hearn  &  Co.  for  repair- 
ing water  main  in  laundry  tunnel  and  power  house 
yard  area.  This  work  has  been  completed  and  accepted 
and  the  sum  of  S3, 460. 50  paid  on  account  to  the  con- 
tractor. 

On  August  8,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $2,684 
was  awarded  to  F.  C.  Dolan  &  Sons  for  renewing  brick 
and  masonry  work  in  No.  3  boiler.  This  work  has  been 
completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to 
the  contractor. 

On  August  8,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $1,950 
was  awarded  to  Powers  &  Mehegan  Company  for 
installing  a  system  of  oil  burning  equipment,  East 
Boston  Relief  Station.  This  work  has  been  completed 
and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

On  August  12,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$10,850.60  was  awarded  to  General  Flooring  Company 
for  furnishing  and  installing  rubber  tile  flooring  in  Vose 
House  "A."  This  work  has  been  completed  and  ac- 
cepted and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

On  August  25,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $2,735 
was  awarded  to  Powers  &  Mehegan  Company  for 
replacement  of  No.  2  Hodge  boiler,  East  Boston  Relief 
Station.  This  work  has  been  completed  and  accepted 
and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

On  August  12,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $11,235 
was  awarded  to  Industrial  Welding  Company  for 
repairs  and  replacements  to  fire  escapes.  This  work 
has  been  completed  and  accepted  and  the  sum  of 
$10,111.50  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

On  August  12,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $16,120 
was  awarded  to  Boston  Metal  Products  Company  for 
furnishing  and  installing  metal  screens  and  animal 
cages,  Pathological  Building.  This  work  was  completed 
and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

On  August  25,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $5,600 
was  awarded  to  Boston  Metal  Products  Company  for 
furnishing  and  installing  metal  screens  and  runs  in 
Thorndike  Building.  This  work  has  been  completed 
and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

On  September  1,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$3,842  was  awarded  to  Bay  State  York  Company  for 
furnishing   and   installing   one   Flak-Ice   machine   with 
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storage  bin  and  stand  in  the  South  Department.  This 
work  has  been  completed  and  accepted  and  final 
payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

On  September  15,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$2,784  was  awarded  to  F.  C.  Dolan  &  Sons  for  repair- 
ing and  replacing  metal  masonry  on  penthouses  and 
entire  exterior  of  Gynecological  and  Obstetrical  Build- 
ing. This  work  has  been  completed  and  accepted  and 
final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

On  September  15,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$2,690  was  awarded  to  W.  E.  Smith  Company  for 
repairs  to  head  of  south  chimney  of  the  Power  House. 
This  work  has  been  completed  and  accepted  and  final 
payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

On  September  15,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$2,524  was  awarded  to  Commercial  Refrigeration  Com- 
pany for  furnishing  and  installing  seven  Model  Pr-6 
Frigidaire  water  coolers.  This  work  has  been  com- 
pleted and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to  the  con- 
tractor. 

On  September  19,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$19,940  was  awarded  to  Dorchester  Plate  and  Window 
Glass  Company  for  furnishing  and  installing  approved 
window  cleaners'  safety  anchors.  This  work  has  been 
completed  and  accepted  and  the  sum  of  $17,946  paid 
on  account  to  the  contractor. 

On  October  3,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$106,501.20  was  awarded  to  M.  Solimando  for  repairs 
and  renovations  to  ventilating  duct  work  and  repairs 
to  metal  pans  in  the  kitchen.  This  contract  has  not 
as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of  $56,521.80  has 
been  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection 
with  the  above  contract,  the  sum  of  $6,790  has  been 
paid  on  account  to  John  M.  Gray. 

The  sum  of  $42.84  was  paid  to  John  M.  Gray  for 
blueprinting  of  plans  and  specifications  in  connection 
with  the  above  contract  of  M.  Solimando. 

On  October  28,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$170,915  was  awarded  to  Rich  Brothers  Construction 
Company  for  explosion-proofing,  air-conditioning  and 
acoustical  work  in  the  Dowling  Building.  This  con- 
tract has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of 
$24,423.44  has  been  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 
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For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection 
with  the  above  contract,  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Asso- 
ciates are  to  be  paid  the  sum  of  $3,966.50  which  is  the 
balance  due. 

On  November  9,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$38,725  was  awarded  to  M.  Solimando  for  addition  to 
the  tenth  floor  of  the  Medical  Building.  This  con- 
tract has  not  as  yet  been  completed  and  to  date  no 
payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  sum  of  $71.10  was  paid  to  John  M.  Gray  for 
blueprinting  of  plans  and  specifications  in  connection 
with  the  above  contract  of  M.  Solimando. 

On  October  31,  1949,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$139,950  was  awarded  to  John  Rugo  for  additions  and 
alterations  to  the  Administration  Building.  This  con- 
tract has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of 
$16,068.83  has  been  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  sum  of  $112.80  has  been  paid  to  John  M.  Gray 
for  blueprinting  of  plans  and  specifications  in  connec- 
tion with  the  above  contract. 

On  August  12,  1949,  a  contract  was  awarded  to 
John  M.  Gray  for  architectural  services  in  connection 
with  wort  on  the  various  buildings;  architect's  fee  to 
be  $50,000.  The  sum  of  $15,000  has  been  paid  on 
account  to  the  architect. 

A  contract  in  the  sum  of  $11,964  a  year  was  awarded 
to  Consolidated  Elevator  Company,  Inc.,  for  servicing 
elevators  in  the  Main  Hospital  for  the  year  1949. 
Payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor  monthly. 

Federal  Grant,  New  Utility  Building. 
For  architectural  and  engineering  services  in  con- 
nection with  drawing  up  plans  and  specifications  for 
the  New  Utility  Building,  final  payment  in  the  sum 
of  $96,000  was  made  to  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates, 
$86,000  from  Federal  Funds  and  $10,000  from  Con- 
struction of  Buildings,  Revenue. 

A.  Shuman  Memorial  Fund  for  Care  of  Men 
Patients  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 
To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $60,568.37  has  been  added  to  January  1, 
1950,  making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$160,568.37.  During  the  year  1949  there  was  ex- 
pended from  this  fund  the  sum  of  $992.35  for  care  of 
convalescent  male  patients  at  various  nursing  homes.

The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.  Up  to  January  1, 
1950,  $1,434,278.11  has  been  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building  to  be  named 
in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  George  C.  Sears.
